For the benefit of our readers 
we are reprinting the Michigan 
Law regarding the stopping for 
school buses. 

You are required to stop when 
overtaking or meeting a sehool 
bus which has stopped and is dis- 
playing two alternating flashing 
red lights. 

Steps must be made at 
10 feet in front of or to the rear 
of the bus and you may not pro- 
ceed until — (a) School bus re- 
sumes motion, or (b) Visual 
signals cn bus are no longer ac- 
tuated. 

You need not stop for a stop- 
ped school bus at an intersection 
controlled hy a police officer or 
stop-and-go signal, but may pass 
the bus at a speed not greater 
than 10 miles an hour and with 
due caution.

Mrs. Virginia H. Knauer, President Nixon’s 
consumer adviser, is quoted in a news dispatch as 
telling the advertising industry it will either have 
to reform itself or be reformed by the government. 
She says, ‘As I travel around the country, onc 
question keeps recurring from the housewives | 
meet. They want to know why so many ads treat 
women like children, like third graders. Should 


the American housewife be treated like a moron? 
Is the best selling appeal one which insults a per- 
son’s intelligence? .”’ Unfortunately, in adver- 
tising as in any other human undertaking, there 
are those that Mrs. Knauer terms “. . . not so de- 
cent, not so honorable. There are those who believe 
integrity is something one can sell or buy for a 
few dollars.” 

While paying due heed to the words of the 
President's consumer adviser, one should not lose 
sight of the fact that advertising is an indispens- 
able feature of the free market. Millions of repu- 
table firms present through advertising for con- 
sumer consideration the goods and services which 
make life not only pleasant but liveable. inform- 
ative advertising saves consumers’ money and pro- 
motes high-volume distribution of luxuries, as well 
as necessities. It tells the consumer what is avail- 
able in the marketplace and where. 

Mrs. Knauer might have added that those 
guilty of shoddy, misleading advertising are fool- 
ing no one in the long run for the simple reason 
consumers are far from morons and though the 
exercise of free choice can reject products that are 
accompanied by objectionable promotion.
